With West Watching the officer 
I directed my attention to the man 
at the whe»l and had 1 im covered 
before he could raise any alarm.

"CUT THE WIRE LESS." 


He had the gun r ght In my 


face and I was afrali 
he would 
ehoot me If I didn't do as he said. 
When I got back both < fficers were 
gone. 
I was turning t > run down 
again when West cam : up. 
"Cut the wireless; ci t the wire- 
less," he screamed. 
I knew that I was In deep al- 
ready, but I took the chance of 
Hla shooting hie and ran nway. 
The last I saw of him 10 waB cut- 
ting the wireless. 


I hadn't nre« a shot. 
Before 
high heaven, I swear I shot no one. 
I heard some more shooting as 
I Wat running aft, and to try to 
cover lup my tracks I threw my 
gun and belt on top of the second 
cabin. I could easily have thrown 
them overboard. 
' I went down Inta the second- 
class quarters and threw myself on 
my bunk. It wasn't long befon 
all the other fellows were getting 
up, as the fire bell was ringing and 
every on* was trying; to find out 
what was the matter. 
I jumped 
out and joined In the excited talk. 
I wasn't arrested until after break- 
fast, when a fat man with blonde 
hair pointed me out as one of the 
two men he had left In the smoker. 


DESERTS NAVY. 


I got acquainted with West on 
the Pensacola. I had been In the 
navy for about four years and in 
February last re-enlisted. I found 
I didn't like the service as, much 
the second time as the first and 
when West began to talk to me of 
going to Panama I began to think 
of deserting. After awhile, though, 
he didn't talk 
of 
Panama any 
more, but told me he had a good 
thing and to get In on It with him. 
He wouldn't tejl me what the good 
thing wae or anything about It. 


On Saturday, August 6, t went 
ishore on leave 
ahd 
never re- 
turned. 
West had deserted three 


days before and I had arranged to 
meet him at the Hotel West, on 
Third street. He told me he would 
have clothes and everything and I 
wouldn't -get caught. 
We stayed 
here until Tuesday and then went 
to Portland by boat and to Seattle 
by train. We got a room at the 
Hotel Reynolds 
on 
Pike street. 
West had some money and I had 
some, too. 
An old bank account of 
mine in the 
Northwest Savings 


and Trust Company wae In my real 
name. I took the money out and 
put it In the People's Savings Bank 
under the name of Alfred Wilson. 
I didn't buy any clothes. 
All I 
had belonged td West 


KEPT GfUFS LOOKED. 


The two grips found on the boat 
belonged to West. He had them in 
our room at Seattle all the time, 
but he kept them locked. 1 didn't 
know there were guns and am- 
munition and rope 
for 
tying up 
the passengers In them until the 
first night we were out. 
Then he 
told everything was prepared and 
all I had to do was to obey him. 
As he had been second officer on 
the steamer President I knew he 
knew all about navigating a ship, 
but I couldn't see how he could 
get away even If he beached her.

This Is the first time I waa ever 


I In serious trouble. 
I was born in 


j Boston twenty-four years ago and 
my father and mother died when 


I I was a baby. 
When I was ten 
years old I was sent to the County 
Home and was 
kept 
there five 
years. I learned something about 
farming- and when I was allowed 
to go I went down into Connecticut 
and worked for several farmers. 
After a couple of years in, Connect- 
icut I came out West and I en- 
listed at Denver the first time. In 
my first term I was on the Inde- 
pendence, Supply, West Virginia 
and other ships. 
I had between 


$400 and $500 when discharged and 
when that was about gone I went 
back Into the navy.

"No nation can develop a real clvlllza 


Won without cities 
Up to a certain 
point the city movement is

healthy; yet it Is a strange and lament 
«blo f«ct that always hitherto after tlri^ 
point has been

city ha- 
tended to develop at the expense of th 
country by draining the country of whal 
is best In It. and making an ir significant 
return for this best 
In conse<juence. In 
the past, every civilization in Its later 
•taajes has tended really to witness thes 
conditions under which 'the c lies pros 
psr and the men decav-.' 


"There ar» uoly signs that these 


tendencies are at work In this nation 
of ours. But vary fortunately we see 
now what never before was seen In 
any civilization—an aroused nnd alert 
public Interest In the problem, a rec- 
ognition of Its gravity and a desire to 
attempt Its solution. 
"The problem does not consist mcreh 


slsts In the growth of the city at the 
expense of the country, and, even where 
this Is not the case. In so great an 
equality of growth in power and interest 
as to make the cltv mere attractive than 
the country, and therefore spt to drain 
the countrv of the people who ought to 
live therein 
* 


"The human side of the rvrai life prob- 


lem Is to make the Career of the farmer 
and the career of the farm laborer as at- 
tractive and is remunerative as corre- 
sponding careers in the city 
Now, I am 


well awaro that the farmer must him- 
self take the lead in bringing this about 
A century and a quaiter ago the wise 
English farmer, Arthur Young:, wrote of 
the efforts to Improve French wool; 'A 
cultivator at the head of a sheep farm of 
3000 or 4000 acres would In a few years 
do more for their wools than all the 
academicians and philosophers will ef- 
fect in ten centuries * It Is absurd to 
think that anv man who has studied tho 
subject only theoretically Is fit to-direct 
those who practically work at the mat- 
ter 
But, friends, I wish to Insist to 


vou here—to vou practical men, who own 
and work vour farms—that It is a perni- 
cious absuidltv for the practical man to 
refuse to benefit by the work of the stu- 
dent 
The English farmer I have quoted. 


Young, was a practical farmer, but he 
was also a scientific farmer 


"One reatop why the great business 


men of today—the great Industrial 
leaders—have gone ahead, while th» 
farmer has tended to sag bihlnd tho 
others, Is that they ar» far mors 
willing, and Indeed eager, to profit 
by export and technical knowledge— 
the knowledge that can only come as 
a result of the highest education. 
From railways to f arteries no great 
Industrial concern can nowadays bs 
carried on save by th* 
aid of a 


cwarm of men who have received a 
high technical education In chemis- 
try, In engineering, In electricity. In 
ons or more of scores of special sub- 
jects. 


ASKS EXPERT ADVICE. 


"The big business man, the big rail- 
way man, does not o»k college-trained 
experts to tell him how to run his bus- 
ness, but he docs ask numbers of them 
each to give him expert advice and aid 
on some one point indispensable to his 
business 
He flnds this man usually In 
some graduate of a technical school or 
college in which he has been trained 
for his life work 


"In just the same way the farmers 
should benefit by the advice of the tech- 
nical men who have been trained 
In 
phases of the verv work the farmer does 


am now -peaking of the man who has 


rad an ordinary general training, whether 
n school or college 
While there should 


undoubtedly be such a training as a 
foundation (the extent differing accord- 
ing to the kind of work each boy Intends 
o do as a man). It is nevertheless true 
hat our educational nvstem should more 
and moie be turned In the direction of 
educating men toward, and not away 
rom, the farm and the shop 
During the 
ast half-centurj we have begun to de- 
velop a system of agricultural education 
at onco practical and scientific, and we 
must go on developing it But, after de- 
veloping It. It must be used 


"The rich man who spends a fortune 


upon a fancy farm with entire Indifference 
tc cost does not do much good to farm-

fangled ideas and contrivances and Jeers 
at all 'book farming' 


DEVELOPING FARMS. 


"I wish I could take representatives 
of this tyi>e of farmer down to Long 
Island, where I live, to have them see 
what has been done, not as philanthropy 
but BS a plain business proposition, by 
men connected with the Long; Island Rail- 
road, who believe It pays to encourage 
the development of farms along the line 
of that rallwav. They have put practical 
men In charge of experimental farms, 
cultivating them iitterislvely, and using 
tho best modern methods, not only In 
raislrg crops, but in securing the best 
market for the crops when raised 
Thi 
growth has been astounding, and land 
only flftj miles from New York, which 
during our entire national life time has 
been treated as worthless, has within 
the last three or four veare been proved 
to possess a rejillv high value 


"The farmer however, must not only 


make his land pay but he must make 
cpuntrv life interesting for himstlf and 
for his wife and his sons and daushters 
Our people as a whole should realize the 
infinite possibilities of life In the coun- 
try, and every effort should be made to 
make these possibilities more possible. 
From the beginning of time it has been 
the man raised in the country—ard usu- 
ally the man born In the countrv—who 
has been most apt to render the services 
which every nation most need*. Turning 
to the list of American statesmen, it io 
extraordinary to see how large a propor- 
tion «tarted as farm bovs, but It is rather 
pad to see that In recent >ears most ol 
these same bovs have ended their lives 
as men living In cities 


GOING FORWARD. 


"It often happens that the good condi- 
tions of the past can be regained, not 
by going back, but by going forward 
'TVe cannot recreate what it dead, we 
cannot stop the, march of events, but we 
can direct this rrarch, ard out of the new 
conditions develop something better than 
the past knew 


"Henry Clay vvaa a farmer who lived all 
his life in the country, Washington was 
a farmer who lived and died In the coun- 
trj , and we of this nation ought to make 
It our business to see that tho condi- 
tions are made such that farm life In 
the future shall not onlv develop men of 
the stamp of Washington 
and Henrv 


Clav, Imt shall be so attractive that these 
men may continue as farmers, for re- 
member that Washington and Henry Clav 
were successful farmers 
I hope that 


things will so shape themselves that tho 
farrrer can have a great career and yet 
end his life as a farmer, so that the 
city man will look forward to living In 
the country rather than the country man 
Hying in the citv 


"Farmers should learn how to com- 


bine effectively, as has been done In 
Industry. 
I am particularly glad to 
speak to the Orange, foi I heartily 
believe 
In farmers' organizations; 
and we 
shoi'ld all 
welcome every 
step taken toward an Increasing co- 
operation among farmers. 
"The importance of such movements 
cannot be overestimated, 
and through 
such intelligent Joint action it will bo 
possible to Improve the market Just as 
much as the farm 


ATTRACTIVE COUNTRY LIFE. 


"Country life should be as attractive as 
city life, and the country people should 
insist upon having their full representa- 
tion when it comes to dealing with all 
great public questions. In other words, 
country folks should demand that they 
work on eqjal terms -with city folks in 
all sJch matters 
They should have their 
share in the memberships of commissions 
nnd councils, in short of all the organ- 
ised bodies for laying plans for great en- 
terprises affecting- all the people. 
I am 


glad to see on such bodies the names 
hat represent financial interests, but 
those Interests should not have the right- 
of-way, and in all enterprises and move- 
ments in which the social condition of 
he country is involved, the agricultural 
country—the open countrv—should be as 
well represented as the city. The man 
In the open countrv is apt to have cer- 
tain qualities which the city man has 
lost. These qualities offset those which 
ihe city man has and he himself has not. 
The two should be put on equal terms, 
nnd the country talent be given the same 
>Fportunltles is the city talent to ex- 
jiross i'self and to contribute to the 
welfare of the world in which we live. 
"The 
country church should b* 


made a true social center, alive to 
every need of the community, stand- 
Ing for a broad Individual outlook and 
development, taking the lead In work 
nnd In recreation, caring more for 
conduct than 
for dogma, more for 


ethical, spiritual, practical betterment 
than for merely formal piety. 


THE COUNTRY FAIH. 


"The country fair offers far greater 


possibilities ?or continuous and healthy 
usefulness than It at present affords. The 
country school should be made a vit'l 
center for economic, social, and educa- 
tional co-operation, it Is naturally fitted 
to be such a center for those engaged In 
commercial farming, for those who live 
on and by the small farms they them- 
selves own. The problem of the farm is 
leally the problem of the family that 
lives on the farm 
On all these questions 


there is need of intelligent study, such 
is •marks the books of Professor Bailey 
of Cornell and of Horace Plunkett's book 
on the "Rural 
Life 
Problems of the 
United States • 


"One feature of the problem would be 
-ecognized by the faimer at once, and 
an effort made to deal with it. It is 
our duty and our business to consider 
the farm laborer exactly as we consider 
the farmer 
No country life can be sat- 


isfactory when the owners of farm tend, 
for whatever reason, to go away to live 
in cities instead of working their farms, 
nnd, moreover. It cannot be rtallv satU- 
factorv when the labor system is so.man- 
tuted that there is for part of the year 
n demand for labor which cannot be act

Then the scales fell from their eyes and the> 
realized, for the first time, what Oakland is, namely, a great indus 
trial and commercial center, with a big population, teeming witt 
commercial and industrial acth ity, and a city of wonderful commer 
cial prospects as the possessor of a commodious, land-locked ftarbo 
and a magnificent water front which the energy and enterprise o 
its people are developing.

This, then, is the story of Oakland's true condition that ha 


started on its rounds of travel abroad, as the result of the persona 
observations of these wide-awake Eastern newspaper correspond 
ents.

Of course, the pessimist v\as narrow-minded, the field of his 


bbservation was contracted and his knowledge of conditions was 
at fault. 


California manufacturers are becoming less dependent every 


year on outside terntoiy for Iheir supplV of raw material. 
The 


successful production of pig ire n by the electric smelter at Hemet 
opens a domestic supplv of rav. material for the iron and steel in- 
dustries of Oakland 
The electric plant at Hemct has solved the 


problem of smelting fuel. And California has inexhaustible deposits 
of the highest grade of iron ore which needed only the discovery of 
some smelting agent cneaper than imported coke to make them 
industrially available. 


Cotton manufacturing in O.ikland, until the past year, depended 


on the importation of the raw material from the plantations of the 
Southern states. The success ot cotton growing in Imperial county 
ha« not only revolution,zed the old-time conditions, but the Agri- 
cultural Department's experts report that raw cotton can be profit- 
ably raised in California from the Mexican boundary to the Oregon 
line, which promises to put tht California cotton manufacturer on 
a better footing for supplying the markets of the Orient than the 
New Erlgland manufacturer. So long as the Sierran water courses 
continue to flow and the measures of California oil' fields continue 
<o yield the precious fluid, the Oakland manufacturer can rely upon

'On or about the beginning of last

find them, they were a menace to life 
and limb of Oakland citizens, a peril to 
v, omen and children, and a crime against 
the promise of safety within the city 
"At that time the attorney for the 


company made a plea that we should not 
force the matter as work was being done 
cut further on Broadway and material 
ordered for the work had not arrived. 
They asked that it be deferred seven 
•weeks, and We allowed them two months. 
That wa« about five months ago, and 
rothmg has been done. 
"It Is an outrage that this condition 


of afaflr* should be allowed to continue. 
Only this afternoon I saw an old man 
narrowly escape being crushed by being 
taught In the death (trip. Tlw company 
has ordered material for th* work, and 
It Is coming, not by rail, but by Ship. I 
think we have a right to demand that 
th* work be commenced, that the com- 
pany show its good faith In this matter.

We force 
them to accept our units of measurement. 
We will find out whether it would not be 
tetter to adopt other methods, 
"hi short, we are going over to China 
to make an active campaign of this Im- 
mense, field as thoroughly-as we would 
attempt to canvass our own country. This 
has not been done by Americans, but. has 
V.een tried with success by Europeans. 
We want the Chinese trade a'nd, with the

excellence of American goods, we should 
be successful in supplanting many Euro- 
pean merchants."

District Attorney Fickert of San Francisco Says 


Law Is Violated and lie Intends to Stop 


Abuse of the Game

IG CHIEF FICKERT of the law books in Sat. 
Francisco put on his war paint yesterday after- 
noon and declared all peace negotiations between 
himself and the so-called amateur clubs of his city 
at an end.
